The French official report relates 
the customary night 
activity 
with 
artillery bombs and hand 
grenades 
together with several infantry 
at- 
tacks by the Germans, all of which 
were checked. 


Strassburg on the Rhine, 40 miles 
from the French frontier, again has 
been raided from the air. A group

flew over the city today and drop- 
ped 25 bombs, according to a news 
dispatch from Graeva.

Letters from Italian 
officers on 
the front to friends in Rome dwell 
upon the heavy losses to the Aus- 
trians caused by the hurling down 
of heavy rocks into ravines and gul- 
leys where the Austrians had taken 
up their positions.

sand men have been killed in this 
manner.

Other letters relate that a large pro-

Over 10,000 
men were thus crushed to death in tlii'ir 
trenches.

than 2,500 Austrian dead were found in 
a group of trenches crushed bj' falliiiji 
rock. 


The Italians, these letters set forth, 
lost comparatively 
few 
men 
in this 
fighting. 
The reasons would appear to 
be: 
First, the excellent use of artillery, 
and second, frequent cliarges with the 
baj'onet, a wea)X)n which the Italians 
apparently handled to better advantaoc 
tlian do their opponents.

Suit is Culmination of Or- 
gies of Churubusco 
Youths Here. 


The Hotel Edwin, 232 West 
Main 
street, and its manager Edwin S, Klein- 
dinst, wore attacked-ïrom a new angle, 
Tuesday, when a suit was filed in the 
superior court by Rev. James A. Nipper, 
superintendent of the Fort Wayne Res- 
cue Misssion, against the Hotel Edwin 
company in a complaint to have its li- 
cense to sell intoxicating liquors at re- 
tail revoked.

On these 
disclosures Saban Smith, keeper of the 
roadhouse, north of te city, was con- 
victed on a blind tiger charge and fined 
$100 and costs and given a suspended 
jail sentence, and John P. Hedges anjjJ 
his bartender, Carl Slagle, were fined-— 
one for selling to minors and teh other 
for permitting minors to ioiter in his 
place. About the same time blind tiger 
charges were filed against 
Edwin S. 
Kleindinst, of the Hotel Edwin, and 
Hen^ A. Wiebke, of the Hof Brau cafe. 


The New Attack on the Edwin. 


The new attack on the Hotel Edwiii 
is based on specific violations of the law, 
it being alleged that liquor has been 
50ld in rooms not covered by the hotel's 
license, that lewd persons have been per- 
mitted to loiter and drink in the place, 
that minors have been allowed to resort 
there and have been served with drinks, 
tliat liquor has been sold at unlawful 
hours and that screens and doors are 
maintained so that a view of the bar- 
loom cannot be had, as the law requires 
during prohibited hours.

In the course of the war 
he received a commission a^ lieutenant 
of company K, Forty-fourth 
regiment 
Indiana 
volunteer infantry, and later 
was quartermaster of the regiment. He 
was selected by Gen, Grant to take 
charge of his headquarters in the west 
and received 
many 
compliments 
from 
the general. 


After the war he returned to his 
home in DeKalb county, where he took 
up farming. 
Later he was engaged in a 
general mercantile business and private 
banking. 


Mr. Ensley Avas a republican and was 
active in county and state politics, serv- 
ing in the legislature in 1885 and 1887. 
He Avas appointed pension agent.for the 
district of Indiana by President Harri- 
son in 1890. In the last few years he 
had been interested chiefly in a largo 
stock and grain farm in the northern 
part of the state. He Avas president of 
the Union National Savings and Loan 
association of Indianapolis and was in- 
terested in the A. Burdsal company. He 
was a member of the G. A. R., Loyal 
Legion, Columbia club and Marion club.

grand jury of Kosciusko county will be 
asked to make an investigation of the 
attempt to kill 
Francis G. Rica and 
hife family with T3aris green. A woman 
living at the house and a man working 
for Rice were also endangered. The 
farm laborer escaped poisoning because 
a Jug containing the poisoned 
water 
was broken while it was being taken 
to the harvest field. 


Rice lives just across the Wabash 
county line a short distance from Lib- 
erty MHls, a village surrounded by a 
thickly settled farming community and 
tho attempt on the life of the Rice fam- 
ily hae created a good deal of excitement 
and indignation. 
The family is com- 
posed. of Rice, his wife, three children, 
an aged woman and a young man em- 
ployid cn the farm. 
The Rice house 
IS a neat country homs. It is supplied 
^A'ith water TTOOI «L driveu 
"well, the 
Avater being pumped into & tank in the 
kitchen by a gasoline engine. From this 
t(ink the water is distributed about the 
house. 


About a week ago, early in the morn- 
ing, Rice drew some water from this 
tunk into a wash basin. He noticed the 
vater had a greenish tinge and threw 
it out. 
On refilling the basin he saw 
the water was tinged with green of a 
deeper hue than the first and also that 
tiiere was some substance floating on 
the top. 
Then he examined the tank 
and found a large 
quantity of paris 
green floating about on the surface of 
the water. 


Sends Warning to Laborer. 


Rice, remembering that the laborer 
had taken a jug of water to the field, 
eent one of the children to warn him 
not to drink of it. But the 
jug had 
been jolted from the wagon and broken. 
Rice estimated there was a t least half 
a pound of paris green in the tank. A 
partly burned paper that had contained 
the paris green was found near the tank 
in an unused stove. 


Rice is a man of good reputation, a 
hard worker and has some property. 


"What could be the motive behind 
the attempt to kill you and your fam- 
flyî" Mr, Rice was aaked. 


"I have not tlj® »lightest idea," was 
the answer. "I have no enemies who 
would do such a thing for revenge^at 
least I do not know of any. I know of 
no enemy who for secret reaBona would 
try to murder me, and if there Aould 
be a secret enemy, he certainly could 
not have any animus against my wife 
and babies, the old woman who lives 
with us and the young man who works 
for me. Of course it was a blundering 
job and one easily detected, but if a 
poison whose presence in the 
water 
could not have been so easily discovered 
had been used there is no telling what 
might have happened to all of us; I shall 
do my best to ferret out the eiime and 
t?ill ask the grand jury to make an in- 
vestigation."

Rice an Adopted GhUd. 


Rice went over the story of his life in 
an effort to figure out if possible a» 
enemy who w«uld do the deed or a mo- 
tive for the attempt to kill him and 
his family.

"if I ever made an enemy who would do 
a thing like tHs I cannot remember it. 
I have always tried to treat every one 
on the square, and I cannot think of a 
person who would wish to murder me. 
And if there should be such a person, I 
am certain^ that my family and the nso- 
ple who work for me cannot be inoVad- 
cd Ln a motive for revenge cn me. This 
affair is a most mysterious one, and 
there does not seem to be a starting 
point "anywhere that will lead 
up to 
solving it. I have talked 
with my 
neighbors and they all agree that they 
cannot see the motive behind it al!.'' 


"Perhaps it was an accident?" was 
suggested to Rice. 


"Hardly," he answersd. 
•'•'The person 
who did this evidently slipped into the 
Lo'ose when there was no danger of dis- 
covery, poured the pxris green into the 
v.ater tank, and then tried to destroy 
the paper by attempting to burn it. All 
of that could not be accidental. I had 
a small package of paris green about 
the house Avhich 1 used to kill potato 
bugs. I found that package untouched, 
so the stuff could not have dropped into 
the tank accidentally. No, in my opin- 
ion it was a cold-blooded, deliberate at- 
tempt to kill me and my whole family, 
but for what pui-pose T cannot under- 
stand. T know of no one who would 
benefit by the death of myself, wife and 
children, or of the death of the ^yomap 
living with us or the farm employe. I 
propose, however, to solve this mystery 
if it is possible for me to do so, and I 
will place before the grand jury all the 
facts I gather." 


The affair at the home of Rice has 
caujsed considerable uneaainesg in the 
neighborhood. Rice's neighbors fear some 
one else may be a victim, and they are 
giving Rice all the aid possible. 
Second Attempt of Kind. 


This is the second attempt at whole- 
sale assassination with paris green in 
the last few years. The other attempt 
was made in Wayne county, near Foun- 
tain City, A number of wells in that 
vicinity were poisoned with pari» green 
and some stock killed, but no human 
beings were poisoned. 
Isaac A. Gor- 
man was sheriff of Wayne county at the 
time and spent nearly a year making 
an investigation. 
He suspected a young 
man living in the 
neighborhood and 
when the young man went away Gor- 
man trailed him to a western city, en- 
tered his roow and found in hiß ^unk 
newspaperfi containing an account of 
the mysterious .^isoning of wells in 
the vicinity of Fountain City. The 
young man was later arrested, taken 
back and sent to prison after he had 
Jiopfessed he jwjisonetf the wells in a 
spirit of rerenge.

Building and Loan Associa- 
tions Affected by an 
Amended Rule. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 3.—Section 15 of 
the rules of the industrial board of In- 
diana, referring to the operation of the 
workmen's compensation act, has been 
amended to include building and loan 
associations, 
admitting them 
to the 
same class with banks and trust com- 
panies in carrying their own insurance 
The rule now reads: 


'No special proof of 
financial 
abil- 
ity to pay compensation direct will be 
required of the state, or of any po- 
litical division thereof, or of any mu- 
nicipal 
corporation within the 
state 
having the power to levy and collect 
taxes, or of any bank, trust 
company 
or building and loan association within 
the state, subject to either federal or 
Etate supervision and examination, as 
to its employes engaged only in the 
conduct of its banking, trust company 
or building and loan business. 
If the 
state, any. political division thereof or 
any municipal corporation therein 
or 
any such bank, trust company or build- 
ing and loan association should a t any 
time fail to discharge in fall its com- 
pensation and other 
liabilities 
under 
the compensation act by cash payment, 
at the time, in the amount and man- 
ner therein provided, the board "^ill re- 
quire it to secure its further liabilities 
Tinder said act by insurance or other 
iiidemnity to the 
approval 
of the 
board."

Down in San Antonio, Texas, accord- 
ing to the newspapers received by the 
Indiana health board, they have beem 
trying to -olve the mosquito question 
in another way. 
In that country where 
swamps and marshes abound, and where 
mosquitos carry 
malaria in unlimited 
quantities, and where nothing short of 
government drainage projects will ever 
remove the breeding places, the mos- 
quito family is going to continue to 
propagate by the millions. 


The health authorities find that the 
bat, the common every-day or every- 
night bat puts in his wakeful hours 
catching mosquitos. 
So the city coun- 
cil at San Antonio has passed an ordi- 
nance making it a fine of $200 to kill 
a bat. Further than this the city has 
built a large tower known as the "mu- 
nicipal battery" and constructed in it 
mch detail to make it attractive to 
;ats. I t is built to accommodate a mil- 
lion bats at one time. 


But the Indiana board of health has 
simply called upon people in Indiana to 
clean up the stagnant pools 
and all 
spots where stagnant or impure water 
has been allowed to stand and there 
is the assurance that if bats have to 
have mosquitos for a diet they 
will 
have to migrate to the San 
Antonio 
tower and we will have neither mos- 
ouitos nor bats.

They are an enemy to be ad- 
mired. 
They will stay with you into 
hell, will the French. I am only sorry 
that I never had the chance to cross 
bayonets with them. 
That would have 
been an experience! 


"But now I am through. 
I am go- 
uig into the fur business. I have seen 
enough men die. And I have done my 
duty toward my fatherland, 
Austria. 
And war, after all, is so foolish." 


IT WOULD BE CRUEL. 


Jury Refuses to Punish Man Who Car- 
ried Whisky im His Pockets. 


Clarksburg, W. Va., Aug. 3.—On the 
ground that it would be "cruel and un- 
usual pimishment" in the meaning of 
the national constitution to fine a man 
$100 and put him in 
jail 
for two 
months for caiTying whisky in hia pock- 
ets, a jury in a magistrate's court here 
acquitted Andrew Tillman of the charge. 
The charge was made by the prosécut- 
ing attorney to test the law, and this 
v;as the third jury which had considered 
the case and expressed t h a i 
opinion. 
Under the provisions o^ the Bt»te pro- 
hibition law the act is made an offense 
and incurs the same penalties as for 
other liquor violationi. 
Tillman, on the 
stand, admitted having the whisky.

There also will be. overflow meetings 
in the assembly room and rotunda of 
tJje court house, with Prof. Louis Dorn, 
of Concordia college, and Jesse Macbeth 
as speakers. 


Jesse 
Macbeth was named Monday 
evening as permanent chairman of the 
committee on arrangements for the mass 
meeting. 
William Schwier, county com- 
ndsâioner, was appointed 
chief 
u^her 
and will appoint a number of assietanta. 
An invitation will be sent to the minis- 
ters of all the different denominations 
and all the various societies and lodges 
of the city t o attend. 


Outline of Resolutiflpis. 


Regarding the proposed mass meeting, 
Prof. Louis Dorn, chairman of the com- 
mittee on resolutions, spoke in sub- 
stance as follows, Avhich is an outline 
of the preliminary resolutions prepared 
by his committee, w^ich will be pre- 
sented at the mass meeting: 


"It will not be a pro-British, nor a 
pro-German, but a pro-Américan meet- 
ing. 
We want to give notice to our 
fellor/ citizens and to the world a t large 
that we sympathize with the United 
States of North America. We want to 
follow the advice of our president that 
we should think of America 
first. 
This 
is a meeting of American patriote who 
Lave sworn allegiance to no other flag 
but to the Stars and Stripes. 


"But we want to give eicpression to 
tho fact that Old Glory is a banner of 
peace, that it does not stand for slaugh- 
ter and bloodshed, but that it is a sym- 
bol of love to all mankind, a symbol of 
progress, a symbol of the highest ideals, 
for which any nation may strive. For. 
this reason and for no other cause are 
we planning a peace and 
neutrality 
meeting. 


"By doing this we feel that we act 
in accordance with the great principles 
which were so ably expressed by the 
president of our country. 
W e know 
from his public utterances that it is his 
earnest intention to maintain peace with 
the nations now engaged in the most 
terrible w'ar the world has ever wit- 
nessed. W e want to tell him that we, 
the citizens of America, stand 
solidly 
behind him in his endeavors to avoid 
war with those who now believe that 
they are fighting for their very exist- 
ence. 
The citizens of our country do 
r.ot want war. A few jingoes may 
shake their fists and go about sputter- 
ing fire and brimstone, but the vast ma- 
jority of Americans look to the presi- 
dent confidently expecting thp-t he will 
find means and w;ays to settle any difift- 
culty between ourseh-es and other na- 
tions in a spirit of love and friendship. 


"The question of furnishing arms and 
munitions of war to belligerent coun- 
tries has been widely discussed. I t may 
be legal in the forensic sense of the 
term to manufacture and transport to 
warring parties such munitions of war. 
It may not interfere with our neutral- 
ity. All thatTnay be conceded. But I 
dare say that there is not a single chris- 
tian 
American whose conscience feels 
entirely at rest concerning this bloody 
traffic, 


"We want to give expression to these 
sentiments. 


"Both these issues, the maintenance 
of peace and the sale of instruments 
tliat kill to those who are engaged in 
the murderous struggle, are not foreign 
issues. 
They are American issues. They 
are purely domestic questions. We want 
to discuss and, if possible, settle them 
amongst ourselves. 
The demands of 
Germany and of England do not con- 
cern us in this matter. We are dealing, 
as it were, with family affairs of the 
American people. 
And we don't care 
what the kaiser thinks about it, and 
what Earl Grey has to say about it. The 
declaration of independence is still in 
force. 
We are independent as far as 
Germany is concerned and we are inde- 
pendent as far as England is concerned. 
We are still able to govern ourselves 
without let or hindrance, without per- 
mission or command from any foreign 
source. 
We want to settle Our internal 
policies with respect to the needs of 
America, and not "»vith a view of helping 
England or Germany. We want to set- 
tle them without raising any race issue; 
we want to settle them not as German- 
Americans, or as Irish-Americans, but as 
Americans pure and simple. 
I t is our 
country to which we owe allegiance, our 
country which we love, our country for 
which we are willing to live and die, if 
it is necessary. 


"We want to hold an American mass 
meeting 
of 
plain, 
dyed-in-the-wool 
Americans. 
And that is thé reason why 
Ava call on all our fellow citizèris to par- 
^ticipate in it."

ions the city must pay to each em- 
ploye injured in municipal service 55

to Oscar E." Gandy, Perry Ort and Phil 
Downey, all minors, and that on July 
17, similar violations were committed' 
in selling to Oscar E. Gandy and Walter 
Miller, minors. 
July 9 is specified as 
the day on which Herman Fogel, John 
Claxton, jr., Louis Glotzer and Heber 
Clelland, also minors, war« supplied with 
liquors. 
These are all Churubusco lads. 


The complaint asks that the court re- 
voke the license of the Edwin Hotel com- 
pany to sell liquor at retail.

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PIOBIEMS WHICH 
I T M FME 


Something About,Her Eco- 
nonuc Conditions Be- 
fore War Game. 


Washington, D, C., Aug. 3.—A review 
of Italy's economic condition before the 
war suggests the nature of the prob- 
lems confronting her in the pr««ent and 
forms a commentary of 
interest 
to 
Americans upon the happenings in the 
southwestern war theatèr. 
In consid- 
ering Italy's pre-war condition, it mUst 
be remembered that 
Austria-Hungary, 
her opponent, 
has been considered by 
students of finances to be in a bod way 
for years. 
The main difference is that 
the dual monarchy is a land rich.in nat- 
ural resources, while Italy is "poor in 
those things that go to make" up an in- 
dustrial nation. Austrians have invest- 
ed heavily in futures with considerable 
optimism, while the Italians have faced 
the problem of hewing out a way 
of 
progress by better organization, better 
technique and by territorial, expansion. 
A brief sketch of Italian commerce, in- 
dustry and finances is given In^.a bulle- 
tin just issued by the National Geo- 
graphic society, which follow»: 


"Italy was just getting into thè stn^- 
gle of international tnde competition in 
earnest at the outbreak of the Euro- 
pean war. Of course, Italy's history of 
economic growth as a nation w a mai- 
ter of barely fifty years, moat of which 
time has been time of «low preparation. 
Step by step, in her northern statei, an 
industry has been built'up, and jts de- 
velopment has been in spite of great 
odds; for Italy is a land poor in nat- 
ural resources, sheltering 
millions of 
poor citizens, yet supporting a latge na- 
tional debt and an ezpensive govern- 
ment. 


"Modem Italy is more a land of art 
traditions than of art itself. I t is à 
material nation, absorbed in its prob- 
lems of 
commercial 
and 
iiid.ustrial 
growth, of higher standards of life for 
itfi people, and of more. practical and 
efficient organization. 
The Italiisn 
ple are industrious, on . the whole well 
educated, inmnious mechanics and pos- 
sessed ol the keenest . ambitions 
for 
themselves and their country, i 


"lUly is credited with a total na- 
tional wealth lese than one-tenth as 
great aa that of the 
United 
Statee, 
while its population is e^ual to'four-- 
tenths of the population of this eowir 
try. 
It had at the 'bc|[inning;.òf 
the 
war, a public debt considerably larger 
than oiiire and this debt bore ' interest 
ranging from S to 6 per- oent.'

He is making 
the tirip to earn $1,000 offered by the 
boys of his home town, and if he makes 
it without selling anything and has a 
hundred dollars at the end of it, he wll 
get another thousand- from a Hancock 
county man. 


He is in excellent condition and evi- 
dently seems to feel no ill effects of his 


tramp so far, although he has made re- 
markable time. 
His fastest spurt, be- 
tween Gomer and Delphos, Ohio, a dis- 
tance of eight miles, he made in one 
hour and ten minutes, and pushed 160 
pounds on his cart. 


He left home July third, and although 
he has till Thanksgiving to finish in the 
money, he expects to cut the trip tea 
days shorter and arrive about the fif- 
teenth. 
This will mean that he walks 
115 days of eleven hours each at better 
than three miles an hour. In several 
stretches he has walked more than four 
miles an hour and feels that with good 
roads he ought to do that over most of 
the trip. A barrel arrangement on the 
cart will hold food and water for his 
trip across the Great American desert.

Building and Loan Associa- 


tions Affected by an 


Amended Rule. 


Indianapolis, Aug. 3.—Section 15 of 


the rules of the industrial board of In- 
diana, referring to the operation of the 
workmen's compensation act, has been 
amended to include building and loan 
associations, admitting them 
to the 


same class with bunks and trust com- 
panies in carrying their own insurance. 
The rule now reads: 
"No special proof of financial abil- 


itv to pay compensation direct will be 
required of the state, or of any po- 
lUical division thereof, or of any mu- 
nicipal corporation within the 
state, 


having the power to levy and collect 
taxes, or of any bank, trust company 
or building and loan association within 
the state, subject to either federal or 
Etate supervision and examination, as 
to its employes engaged only in the 
conduct of its banking, trust company 
or building and' loan business. If the 
state, any political division thereof or 
any municipal corporation therein 
or 


any such bank, trust company or build- 
ing and loan association should at any- 
time fail to discharge in full its com- 
pensation and other liabilities under 
the compensation act by cash payment, 
at the time, in the amount and man- 
ner therein provided, the hoard w;ill re- 
quire it to secure its further liabilities 
under said act b.y insurance or other 
indemnity to the 
approval 
df 
the 


board."

meeting. William Schwier, county com 
n.iPsioner, was appointed clnef_ ushe 
i-nri will appoint a number of assistant* 
An invitation will be sent to the minis 
t*rs of all the different denominations 
nnd all the various societies and lodges, 
of the city to attend.. 


Outline of Resolutions. 


Regarding the proposed mass meeting, 


Prof"Louis Worn, chairman of the com- 
mittee on resolutions, spoke in sub- 
stance as follows, which U an outline 
of the preliminary resolutions prepared 
by his committee, which will be pre- 
sented at the mass meeting: 


"It will not be a pro-British, nor a 


pro-Herman, but a pro-American meet- 
ing 
We want to give notice to our 


fellow citizens and to the world at large 
that we. sympathize with the United 
States of North. America. We want to 
follow the advice of our president that 
we should think of America first. This 
is a meeting of American patriots who 
have sworn allegiance to no other flag 
but to the Stars and Stripes. 


"But we want to give expression to 


the fact that Old Glory is a banner of 
peace, that it does not stand for slaugh- 
ter and bloodshed, but that it is a_ sym- 
bol of love to all mankind, a symbol ot 
progress, a symbol of the highest ideals, 
for which any nation may strive. For 
this reason and-for no other cause arc 
wo planning a peace and neutrality 
meeting. 


"Bv doing this we feel that we act 


in accordance with the great principles 
which were so ably expressed oy the 
president of our country. 
We know 


from his public utterances that it IB his 
earnest intention to maintain peace with 
the nations now engaged in the most 
terrible war the world has over wit- 
nessed. We want to tell him that we, 
the citizens of America, stand solidly 
behind him in his endeavors to avoid 
war with those who now believe that 
they arc fighting for their very exist- 
ence. The citizens of our country do 
not want war. 
A few jingoes may 


shake their fists and go about sputter- 
ing lire and brimstone, but the vast ma- 
jority of Americans look to the presi- 
dent confidently expecting that ho will 
find means and ways to settle any dilli- 
culty between ourselves and other na- 
tions in a spirit of love and friendship. 


"The question of furnishing arms and 


munitions of war to belligerent coun- 
tries has been widely discussed. It may 
be legal in the forensic sense of the 
term to manufacture- and transport to 
warring parties such munitions of war. 
It may not interfere with our neutral- 
ity. All that may be conceded. But I 
rtarc say that there i? not a single Chris- 
tian American whose conscience feels 
entirely at rest concerning this bloody 
traffic. 
"We want to give expression to> these 


sentiments. 
"Both these issues, the -maintenance 


of peace nnd the sale of instruments 
tl-at kill to those who are engaged in 
the murderous struggle, are not foreign 
i=sucs. They are American issues. They 
are purely domestic questions. We want 
to discuss and, if possible, settle them 
amongst ourselves. 
The demands of 


Germany nnd of England do not con- 
cern us in this matter. We are dealing, 
as it were, with family affairs of the 
American people. 
And we don't care 


hat the kaiser thinks about it, and 
•hat Earl Grey-has to say about it. The 
eclaration of independence is still m 
orce. We are independent as far as 
jrcrmany is concerned and we are imp- 
endent" as far as England is concerned. 
Ye are still able to govern ourselves 
•ithout let or hindrance, without per- 
liesion or command from any foreign 
otirce. We wont to settle our internal 
,olicies with respect to the needs of 
imerien, and- not with a view of helping 
England or Germany. We want to set- 
le them without raising any race issue; 
ve want to settle them not as German- 
\mericans, or as Irish-Americans, but as 
Americans pure and simple. It is our 
country to which we owe allegiance, our 
country which we love, our country for 


,-hich we are- willing to live and die, if 
t is necessary. 


"We want to hold an American mnss 


meeting 
of
